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1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group II (claims 12-18) in Paper No. 6 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the claims of the respective groups can be 
conveniently examined without serious burden and questions whether the mere observation of a 
"different special technical feature" in the claims is alone sufficient grounds for issuing a 
restriction requirement. This is not found persuasive because each group has a different special 
technical feature not shared by any of the remaining groups as indicated in paragraph 2 of Paper 
No. 5 under PCT Rule 13.2. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 and 19-25 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1. 142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim.

5. Claims 12-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 
5,626,758 (hereinafter referred to as Belfort). Belfort teaches a multi-layered coiled hollow fiber 
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bundles designed to provide a specific performance output to create Dean vortices when 
subjected to a certain velocity wherein performance depends on the hollow fiber's inner and 
outer diameters, number of fibers, inherent angle of coiling and length of fibers and diameter of 
rod and inherently the length of the rod which fibers are coiled and minimization of gaps 
between fibers to inherently maximize the packing density of the fibers and above variables are 
calculated and manipulated to design coiled hollow fiber bundle that provide a specific 
performance output to create Dean vortices (see figures 1-2, 4-5, 7-15; col. 3, line 42 - col. 6, 
line 21).
